FLUORIDATION IN SWEDEN 


The Royal Swedish Embassy in 
Washington, D.C. on January 23, 
1962, advised that according to Swe¬ 
dish newspapers the Sewdish Sup¬ 
reme Administrative Court, by a de¬ 
cision of December 19,1961, declared 
that fluoridation “could involve 
health hazards. For this reason 
fluoridation is not permitted under 
the Swedish Public Health Act.” 

The following is a translation of a 
dispatch from the Goteborgs Han¬ 
dels—Och Sjofarts-Tidning, Decem¬ 
ber 20, 1961, which contains the 
exact wording of the decision of the 
Supreme Administrative Court: 

1. The Supreme Administrative 
Court finds that the adding of fluo¬ 
ride to the public water supplies is 
not done in order to purify the water 
or otherwise to make it suitable for 
drinking or cooking hpt for other 
purposes. 

2. Furthermore, what has occurred 
in the case proves that the possibi¬ 
lity cannot be precluded that fluo¬ 
ridation will involve certain risks 
or disadvantages with regard to the 
health of those who are constrained 
to making use of this water. 

3. The Supreme Administrative 
Court finds that the way in which 
the fluoridated water is being sup¬ 
plied will as well deprive anybody of 
the possibility of drinking such water 
should be wish to do so.

West Europe Anticipates 
Bigger Rapeseed Crop 


Western Europe could harvest a 
large rapeseed crop this season, ac¬ 
cording to information from the 
Foreign Trade Service in Ottawa. 
Reports show that major rapeseed 
producing countries have sub¬ 
stantially increased rapeseed acre¬ 
ages. Furthermore, since from 75 
to 85 per cent of the total produc¬ 
tion is made up of winter rape, their 
1962 crop is now virtually assured. 

Winterkilling is not expected to 
exceed the long-term average and in 
most countries the condition of the 
crop is reported to be superior with 
prospects of higher-than-average 
yields. 

In Germany the official estimate 
of winter rapeseed acreage is 40 
per cent higher than in 1961. France 
is expected to increase production 
of winter rape from 92,960 acres to 
an all-time high of 140,000 — an in¬ 
crease of over 50 per cent. There is 
also evidence of substannial in¬ 
creases in Denmark and Sweden. 

In view of these facts and the pos¬ 
sibility of a rapeseed carryover in 
Canada at the end of the current 
crop season, O. G. Bratvold, Super¬ 
visor of Alberta’s Crop Improve¬ 
ment Service, suggests there is a 
distinct possibility that Canadian 


rapeseed may fall into the category 
of a surplus commodity if prairie 
acreages devoted to the crop are as 
large this year as they were in 1961. 

He urges farmers to carefully con¬ 
sider market possibilities for all 
crops when planning their 1962 
cropping programs.

Good Demand On 
Women’s Booklet 

There has been a good demand 
for the recently-printed booklet, 
“Laws of Interest to the Women of 
Alberta.” 

The 12-page booklet was publish¬ 
ed by the Alberta government at 
the request of the Farm Women’s 
Union.

Two 
great armies had passed that way- 
on one side Franz Joseph of Austria, 
on the other Napoloen 3rd of France 
with the elite of France and Italy. 
300,000 men had fought for 15 hours 
on one of the hottest days of that 
summer; 50,000 lay dead or wound¬ 
ed, without water, medical care or 
the battle, but their men lay dead 
from the chill of the night.
